The Navy has always been the favorite arm ol

American defence. The prejur.ice.-i which have
sometime-, affected the popularity of the Army,
have never touched the Navy. Its victories have
been received with the most unalloyed enthusiasm,
and even its defeats have been palliated and par¬
doned. We would attribute this feeling in a great
degree to tbe mystery and romance which envelope
the doings of those " who go down to the Sea in

great ships." Landsmen have only dim ideas of
nautical movements, and fancy always exaggerates
the unknown. They hear of the results, and do
not sec the petty details which produce them, and

imagine a victory the effect of a single gigantic ef¬

fort, and not t( a succession of repeated exertions.
But whatever the cause of the popularity of the

Navy, the fact is unquestionable, and a portion of
that favor may be deservedly given to this elegant
volume, which the loss of our copy deprived of an
earlier notice.

Professor Frost has here presented a graphic
nnd clear nurrative of the thrilling achievements of
the naval heroes of the Republic. He has record¬
ed them in a popular and attractive form, and
seems to have aimed at exciting that spirit of emu¬
lation which shall prove that in a Nation's career,

ft glorious past is the best guaranty of u glorious
future. Lens voluminous and controversial than
the Naval History of Cooper, this volume is much
bettor adapted for general perusal.
Commencing with the War of lndcpender.ee,

we have the details of the actions in that struggle
which, though singly of veiy trifling importance,
yet taken together contributed much to the final
success, and which display Home striking traits of

courage and magnanimity. Tho exploits of I'aul

Jones in his Bon Homtne Richard are among
them. When the war ceased, the fjjw ships which
had escaped the superior force of Great tlritain,
were sold by Congress, and tho navy was extinct
until the occurrence of tho difficulties with the

Barbnry Powers in 1794. The next greut era in
tbe naval history of the country arose from the

depredations upon American commerce, commit¬
ted during the wars which grew nut of, the French

lievolwtion in 1798. In tliat year the office of Se¬

cretary of tho Navy was creatod, and four squad¬
rons were soon at sea. The only actions of im¬

portance wcro however those fought by tho Con-
stellalion with VInsurgentc, and La Vengeance.
It was at this period that the name of Commodore j
Stewart first became known. After the peace in
1801, most of the vessels were sold, but in the
same year the war with Tripoli commenced. In
this occurred the famous destruction of tho cap-
lured frigate Philadelphia by Decalur. The war

ended in 1R05. The painful affairs of the Presi¬
dent and Little Belt are next narrated. Mr. Jef¬
ferson's Gun-boat system thencameinto favor, and
soon two hundred encumbered our harbors, while
the leal navy was almost entirely neglected. The
ytar 1812 was the great era in the history of the
navy, when its foundation was laid on a scale com-
mensurate with tho power and resources of the
country. War was declured on the 18th of June,
and then ensued the most brill hint series of naval
victories over the self-styled "Queen of the Sea,"
which decorate the annuls of atiy nation. We have
room only to name tho victories of Capt. Hull in
the Constitution over the Guerriere; of Com. De-
catur in the United States over the Macedonian;
of Capt. Jones in the Wasp over the Frolic; of
Coin. Bainbridge in the Constitution over the Ja¬
va; and of Capt. Lawrence in the Hornet over

the Peacock. The loss of the squadron of Com.
Porter, was us honorable to him from his brave
struggle against a superior force, as u victory could
have been. The contest of the Chesapeake and
the Shannon, und the death ut Capt. Lawrence,
whose lust words were " Don't give up the ship."
next took place. Perry's victory un LaKe Erie
was brilliant enough to atone for ail pust mischan-
ces. Commodore Chauuccy next made a suc¬

cessful cruise on Lake Lne. lu 1814, the Eper-
vier und Reindeer were captured. McDouough's
victory on Lake Champlain followed. The uext

year Lorn. Decatur in the President defeated the
Endymion, but was captured by a squadron..
Lieut Biddle in tiiu Hornel was ruc-re fortunate
in capturing the Penguin. Capt. Stewart in the
Constitution took the Cyane and the Levant. The
peace of 1815 was soon after concluded, and found
in the heart and mind of the country but one in¬
tense and absorbing feeling in favor of the mtvy.
Nothing however has since culled for its active
service, except the humbling of Tripoli.
We have thus given a brief outline of the Naval

History of the United States, which is more fullv
developed, and its skeleton covered with healthy
flesh fin this volume. An Appendix contains a

selection of Naval anecdotes and songs. The book
is illustrated with cuts of the chief battles from

designs bv Croome, with portraits of Commodores

Petty, Decatur and others, and altogether is one

the most elegant volumes yet produced by its
tasteful publishers.

The uuthor of this interesting little volume has
almost monopolised the subject of Indian Biogra- j
phy. His »astes have led him to cultivate a field
in which his industrious and discriminating delving
hat turned up many rich relics of by-gone days..
Brandt and Redjacket will owe much of their fu-
tare remembrance to their biographer's labors, and
Uncas is now added to the list of his Indian
clients, Uncas, the white man's friend, was the
bold and warlike chief of a powerful community
of Indians, occupying a large part of what is now

the State of Connecticut, at the time when the
Pilgrims began to overrun it. His fidelity was but

ill-requited by those whom he befriended. Jus¬
tice has, however, now been done to his memory
by his present enthusiastic and sympathizing his¬
torian. The discourse contains a minute descrip¬
tion of his life, and of the events in the history of
the early settlers connected with it, and is followed
by a valuable Appendix on tbe New-England In¬
dians in general.

This part of the work i.-

rendered exceedingly interesting by its full bio-

graphical details. We review in turn the multi¬
tudinous circles of Ptolemy ; the countless ever-

wheeling crystalline spheres of Purbacb; the sim¬

ple and grand system of Copernicus; the teles¬

copic discoveries of Galileo ; the enthusiastic la

bors, the Castle of the Heaven3, the exile, and
death of Tycho Brahe; and the prophetic guesses
of Kepler, whose almost superhuman genius makes

pardonable his arrogant saying :bat " his book

might well wait a century for a reader, since God
hud waited GOOU years for an observer."
The second part of the work treats of the phy¬

sical constitution of the solar system, and of the
bodies which compose it. Here we find many in¬

teresting speculations. We learn that were wo

transported to th« sun, our own weight would
crush every bone to powder, while on the asteroid
Vesta, we would be able to leap sixty feet into the
air! The telescopic views of the moon will be
found very curious. The constitution of the sun

is very fully discussed, and comets are briefly de¬
scribed.
The third part contuins " glimpses at the unity

of things," und unfolds the law of Gravitation,
which so beautifully simplifies and brings under
one plain rule all these complex phenomena. The

only fault of the work is the author's proneness to

enthusiustic rhopsodies, which often border on

rant, but these can be easily overlooked. A num¬

ber of illustrations are given, some of them quite
peculiar and original. We hope that the demand
for works like this is sufficient to encourage the

publishers in producing publications which thus
combine instruction and interest; and every heal¬

thy mind'will find in them more amusement even.
